When the 
war took a definite turn in fa- 
vor of the Allied nations, the 
Nazis finally realized the best 
they could hope for was a 
'negotiated peace.’ At about 
the same time, the Peace Now 
movement took up the same 
theme. Goebbels is undoubtedly 
using the fact of such an or- 
ganization’s existence to bolster I 
German morale. 

“The committee finds that in f 
specific instances the move- ! 
ment has been guilty of acts 1 
whose nature is clearly sedi- 
tious and tends toward encour- 
agement of treason. 

“Even though it is small and 
without significant influence, 
there is no doubt that the 
enemy and certain neutral 
countries will seize on its pro- 
paganda to try to show that 
American morale is disinte- 
grating and that the Nazis and 
Japs still have a chance of 
salvaging something.”
